AS GERMANS TALKED, 
U. S. HAD PROOF. 


The documentary proof of Germany's 
plot to unite Japan and Mexico against 
the United States has been in the hands 
of the United States government while 
German statesmen have been Pleading 
that President Wilson’s action in 
breaking off diplomatic relations was 
“brusque” and harsh, and that they 
were informed of no “authentic rea- 
sons” for his action. 

While the German chancellor, Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, was making 
his celebrated speech in the reichstag 
in which he deplored the break and 
protested that Germany had promot- 
ed and cherished the friendship of the 
United States “as Bismarck put it—an 
heriloom from Frederick the Great.’ 
the documentary evidence in the hands 
of officials here showed that Germany 
was plotting an attack on the United 
State by a triple alliance. 

American officials wonder how, in the 


‘light of these disclosures, German offi- 


cials will reconcile their plea that the 
United States put an interpretation on 
the new submarine orders “not intended 
by Germany,’ with the organized dis- 
abling of German merchant ships in 
American ports, at a pre-arranged sig- 
nal from the German embassy here— 
some of them even before the break was 
an accomplished fact. 

American officials are equally inter- 
ested in knowing what reception the 
startling disclosures will meet in Ger- 
many and what will. be the effect on 
the German people if they are permit- 
ted to Know about them. 

The evidences at hand are that if 
Mexico, as Germany suggested, com- 
municated to Japan the proposal for 
an attack on the United States it met 
with a reception in Tokio which was 
quite contrary to what Berlin had ex- 
pected. It is thought here that Ger- 
many’s announcement that she intended 
to withdraw from the Pacific, as part 
of the making of peace, was carefully 
planned long ago to attract Japan to 
Germany's schemes with the prospect 
not only of occupying the German pos- 
sessions in the Pacific adding to her 
domination of that great ocean, but of 
settling the long-standing friction with 
the United States. 


MEXICO QUICKLY 
REVERSED ATTITUDE. 


Observers here believe that the break 
down of the scheme so far as Japan 
was concerned was signalized when 
the Mexican government suddenly re- 
versed its attitude and announced that 
it had no intention of cutting off the 
British supply of naval fuel oil, as had 
plainly been indicated in General Car- 
ranza’s proposal to make peace in Eu- 
rope ‘by cutting off exports of food and 
munitions from neutrals. 

Aside from the plan to alienate Ja- 
pan from the entente and turn that 
country against the United States, the 
plot to embroil Mexico in a- war against 


the United States, which was to have 
general financial support from  Ger- 
many, commands chief attention be- 
cause it is regarded as proof of long 
smouldering suspicions of German ac- 
tivities to stir up trouble elsewhere 
on the western hemisphere where the 
United States, by the Monroe doctrine, 
is morally obligated to maintain order. 

Reports of German submarine bases 
in the Gulf of Mexico; hints of possi- 
ble German influences behind the upris- 
ing in Cuba; repeated assertions that 
German influences were playing upon 
all revolutionary factions in Mexico 
with the sole purpose of embarrassing 
the United States; reports of resent- 
ment being stirred up against the Unit- 
ed States in Colombia, which already 
has a grievance because of the parti- 
tion of Panama: the reeent purchase 
by the United States of the Danish 
West Indies, for the openly announced 
reason that the United States could 
not afford to have them fall into the 
hands of a hostile power, all these 
things, in the opinion of officials here, 
take on a decidedly definite form with 
the disclosures made in Germany’s in- 
structions to her minister in Mexico. 


GERMAN SPIES 
BUSY ON BORDER. 


The investigations of the American 
military intelligence officers and the 
secret service along the border have 
disclosed many German activities there, 
which now in the light of these revela- 
tions can be assigned to their proper 
places in the sequence of events.

It is probable that a full account of 
German intrigues in this country, as 
well as in Central and South America, 
of which this government has knowl- 
edge, may never become _ publicly 
known; it is possible that they may, 
according to the turn of events.

London, March 1.—The remnants of 
|; the Turkish force retreating from Kut- 
el-Amara have been shattered com- 
pletely, according to information given 
out in the house of commons today. 
The Turks, it was said, would reach 
Bagdad only a disorderly mob. 

This information was received from 
General Maude, commander of the Brit- 
ish expedition on the Tigris front and 
was announced by Henry W. Foster, 
the financial secretary to the war of- 
fice. 

Mr. Forster said that more than 2,500 
prisoners had been taken by the Brit- 
ish since February 24 and that since 
the commencement of the offensive on 
December 30 some 5,000 Turkish pris- 
oners had been taken. The total Turk- 
ish casualties in killed and wounded 
was estimated by General Maude at 
more than 20,000, 

The route of the Turks on the Tigris 
river north of Kut-el-Amara is expect- 
ed by English military officials to do 
much to restore British prestige in the 
middle east, where it had suffered in 
the first two years of the war. Major 
iyeneral Frederick B. Maurice, chief di- 
rector of military operations at the 
British war office, expressed to the As- 
sociated Press great satisfaction re- 
garding the recent British successes over 
‘the Turk, which he said would tend 
to establish the above results.

Temperature Changes 
Numerous in February 
Says Von Herrmann 


From the point of view of the weath- 
er man, February was noted for its 
wide range of temperature variasions, 
the lowest, 2 degrees, having been 
scored on the third of the month, and 
the highest, 76 degrees, on the month's 
Jast day. With all this, however, no 
records were broken, 
temperature for February being 78 de- 
grees and the minimum 8 below zero. 

Although February is three days shy 


on length, the rainfall was considera- 
bly greater than that of January, be- 
ing 5.81 inches, or 1.16 above the aver- 
age, which is 4.65. The rainfall in Jan- 
uary was 6.11 inches, which was 0.20 
below the average for that month. A 
oombination of the two months shows 
that Atlanta is 0.96 inches plus on rain- 
fall for the year so far. 

While the first of the month was ab- 
normally cold, there were no freezing 
temperatures recorded after February 
13, with the exception of the 16th, 
which showed a minimum of 29 degrees. 
In fact, the latter part of the month 
was as noted for its high temperatures 
as the first half had been for its cold. 

The greatest precipitation of rain for 
any twenty-four hours was February 
19-20, when 1.84 inches was recorded. 

The forecast for today is cloudy and 
somewhat colder in the western part of 
the state.

BAD ADVERTISING. 


The condition of the Dixie highway be- 
tween Macon and Chattanooga since the 
first heavy rains of the winter fs not only 
regrettable, but distinctly detrimental to the 
territory it traverses. 


Macon, Atlanta and Chattanooga, each sepa- 
rated from the other by but little more than 
100 miles of highway, which, during the 
whole winter, has been almost impassable 
to mofor vehicles. In such bad condition is 
the road between Atlanta and Chattanooga 
that the Dixie Highway association has been 
compelled to advise inquiring tourists who 
would motor north to ship their cars to 
Huntsville, Ala., and themselves make the 
trip to Huntsville by rail rather than to 
attempt to drive by way of Chattanooga, 
because of the condition of the Dixie high- 
way. 


Recently V. D. L. Robinson, assistant sec- 
retary of the Dixie Highway association, in 
response to an inquiry by Charles M. Hayes, 
of the Chicago Motor club, regarding rout- 
ings through Tennessee and Georgia to 
Florida, was compelled by frankness to write 
to Mr. Hayes: 


Regarding a routing from Atlanta north 
we regret to say thatif you makethe trip 
in the Immediate future, it will be advisa- 
ble toship yeu car from Atlanta to Hunts- 
Villa, Ala., or Nashville. The Dixie 
highway from Atlanta to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., over both routes, owing to the 
heavy rains on new grades, is practical- 
ly impassable. The same is true of the 
detour over the Cumberland mountain 
between Chattanooga and Nashville and 
the road over the mountain, Atlanta to 
Huntsville. From Nashville north = 
Will have no difficulty. Within thirty 
days the two counties between Atlanta 
and this city will, no doubt, have the 
new grade placed in travelable condition. 
In dry weather it is possible to make 
the trip over Cumberland mountain with- 
out a great amount of difficulty. For 
your trip south next fall we confident- 
y expect to have the Dixie highway, 
now under construction in all the coun- 
ties between Chattanooga and Nashville, 
in good, travelable condition. 

That Mr. Robinson’s advice was justified 
is indicated by a report of the condition of 
the road a short time ago, by M. E. Bernard, 
a New York tourist, who, writing from 
Macon to M. M. Allison, Chattanooga, presi- 
dent of the Dixie Highway association, gave 
this graphic account of his experience in 
trying to motor through mudholes: 

“I must confess that the trip from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta over the Dixie 
highway was quite an experience and 
one that I will remember for quite 
awhile. 

“On leaving Chattanooga I encountered 
good roads until I reached Dalton, con- 
tinuing on it was fair to Calhoun, with 
one exception of about a half a mile. 
After leaving Calhoun, into Cartersville, 
the road was so bad that I had to be 
pulled out of mudholes eight times, and 
on one occasion I had to use four mules 
to get me started. After leaving Carters- 
ville to Marietta, I had to, be pulled out 
of six more holes, making a total of four- 
teen times I had to have help, or may I 
Sav, horse-power. From Marietta to 
Atlanta, it is fair, and only on one occa- 
sion was I compelled to make a atop 
and that was at Smyrna, about one mile 
above here. There is a fill-in there on 
which the county is working, and I had 


to leave my car at Smyrna last night, as 
I could not get through.” 


This is the great backbone highway con- 
necting the west and the south, and automo- 
biles literally by the thousands would pass 
over it, to and fro, were it traversable. Mr. 
Robinson, in his letter to The Constitution, 
Says: 

“Fifteen inquiries were recelved in one 
mail this morning asking for information 
of spring touring south over the Dixie 
higway. These requests came from Wis- 


consin, Illinois and other states, as to the 
advisability of the tour.”

Bar silver is now quoted above 77 cents 

as compared with about 56 cents 

This is the highest price which 

has been reachedtin twenty years, but is 

along ways fromthe 16 to 1 basis. The value 

of our silver dollar is now more nearly ap- 

proaching par with gold, but this must not 

be taken to mean that the parity is to be 
restored and remain permanently. 

In the last year Kurope has been coining 
silver rapidly. All nations seem to have been 
engaged in it, although none of them give 
those complete reports which are desirable. 
France is known to be coining heavily and 
of course at a profit. She has bought silver 
as far east as China and converted it Into 
francs.

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A portrait of Joseph Henry, first to be 
elected secretary of the Smithsonian insti- 
tution, has just been transferred by a sen- 
ate resolution, from the capitol to the Smith- 
sonian institution, where it has been hung 
in the national gallery of art, in the new 
building of the National Museum. This paint- 
ing, which is by Henry Ulke, has been for 
some time in the orfice of the sergeant-at- 
arms of the senate, but has now been de- 
posited in the institution which Henry prac- 
tically organized in 1846 and administered 
for the next thirty-two years. 

At a session of the board of regents of 
the Smithsonian institution, held in the vice 
President’s room at the capitol on December 
3, 1846, Joseph Henry, of Princeton, was 
elected the secretary of the_ institution. 


Among his first duties was the drafting of a | holds 


plan of operations, which was immediately 
adopted by the board. It was so broad in its 
conception and so wise in its provisions that 
it has suffered but few changes to this day. 


To Professor Henry (1799-1878) the 


possible many of the achievements of modern 
electrical engineering. It has been said that 
Henry, as one of the greatest physical ex- 
perimenters, did more toward the develop- 
ment of the science of electricity than any 
American since Franklin. 

Langley’s Tribute to Henry. 

In the words of Dr. Samuel  Pierpont 
Langley, later secretary of the Smithsonian 
institution himself: 

“It was not given to Henry to play in 
public the part enacted by Franklin, but in 
the first greut crisis of the republic, Henry, 
the scientific raan. was counselor of that 
Other great American, Abraham Lincoln, in 
every scientific aspect of the conduct of the 
war or the conduct of affairs; and out of 
the needs for scientific work on behalf 
the government which that crisis disclosed, 
and guided largely by the suggestion of 
Henry, many of our most useful and most 
important establishments have arisen.” 

Henry develoned the electro-magnet, in- 
creasing its power wretutly, and operated 
it by a@ current transmitted from a battery 
through a considerable length of wire. In 
1831, he sent a current through a mile of 
copper wire and produced an audible signal 


at the other end, thereby demonstrating for ! 


the first time the principle of the telegraph. 
He was also the inventor of the principle 
of the telegraphic relay, which today per- 
mits the sending of messages to great dis- 
tances, and it was he who first used the earth 
as a return circuit for his one-wire signals. 
His experiments with alternating magnetic 
attraction and repulsion produced the first 
magnetic engine or oscillator, which was 
the forerunner of our modern motors. Henry 
patented none of his inventions, however, but 
gave them to the world, for as Dickerson 
put it, “Pure science was his beloved, and 
@ could not make merchandise of her.” 
Science later honored him by bestowing his 
name “Henry” on the standard electrical unit 
of induction. 


Father of U. 8. Weather Bureau. 


While secretary of the institution, Henry 
inaugurated the system of daily meteoro- 
logical observations out of which grew the 
United States Weather Bureau, the daily 
weather forecasts of which you read every 
day. During 1848-49 he established a system 
of meterological observations, instruments 
were distributed throughout the country, 
and within a year about 400 volunteer ob- 
servers were reporting to the institution. 
Henry also applied the electric telegraph as 
a ready means of transmitting daily weather 
reports, a method which was continued by 
the institution until the beginning of the 
civil war. On a large map in the Smith- 
sonian building the daily reports from many 
quarters of the country were indicated by 
suitable symbols. 

During his active service on the light- 
house board.-from 1852 to 1877, and as its 
head from 1871, Henry improved the existing 
methods for operations and signaling. He 
wag also much interested in terrestrial mag- 
netism and acoustics. 

The painting referred to above is, of 
course, not the only monument and relic here 
pertaining to this celebrated physicist and 
early secretary of the institution. In the 
collections of the National Museum, there are 
his original electro-magnetic apparatus used 
in 1831, the electric battery used in 1832 to

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CORPORATION RETURNS 
SHOW SMALL INCREASES 


With two big utilities corporations—the 
Southern railway and the Seaboard Air Line 
—not having yet made their corporation 
tax returns to the state, though the time 
limit is passed, it appears that the tax re- 
turns of this character will not show a very 
Sreat increase this year. 

The increase so far amounts to $110,025, 
according to figures obtainable itn the office 
of the comptroller general Thursday. De- 
creases are shown in the instances of the 
Ocean Steamship company and the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad. The former 
explains the decrease by the sale of the 
steamship City of Macon. The latter offers 
no explanation. 

In several instances but small increases 
are noted, and it is regarded as not unlikely 
that the comptroller general will move for 
increases in some instances. 

The Macon Terminal company’s returns 
this year ave $774,253 against $750,000 last 
year, an increase of $24,253. 

The Western Union Telegraph company 
returns this year are $1,278,230 as compared 
to $1,277,976 in 1916, an increase of but $254. 

There is an increase of $12,147 in the re- 
turns of the Pullman company. For 1917 it 
returns $1,026,983, while last year it returned 
$1,014,836.

EPISCOPAL PENSIONS 
ARE NOW EFFECTIVE 


New York, March 1.—Every clergy- 
man of the Protestant Episcopal church 
in the United States who retires at the 
age of 68 or thereafter will receive a 
minimum pension of $600 a year, under 
the provisions of a pension fund which 
became effective today. The maximum 
pension will be forty per cent of the 
average salary received for five years 
preceding disability. 

One-half the sum to which deceased 
clergymen would have been entitled 
will be paid to widows. Allowances 
will be made to all dependent orphans 
at the rate of $100 a year for each 
child under seven years, and $200 a year 
for each child between the ages of sev- 
en and fourteen.

OF POWER COMPANY 


Criticism Is Made of the 
Way the Accounts of the 
Organization Are Being 
Kept. 


The state railroad commission, in de- 
clining to grant the Georgia Railway 
and Power company authority to issue 


$420,000 worth of par value, non-inter- 
est-bearing scrip for the purpose of 
paying back dividends, has submitted 
an opinion written by Chairman C. M. 
Candler, in which certain methods of 
the power company in keeping its ac- 
counts are criticised. 

The opinion is made a part of the 
commission's order declining the peti- 
tion of the power company, and follows 
in part: 

Two Exceptions. 

“An examination of the statements of the 
company setting up its surplus or profit 
account indicates clearly that at least two 
important exceptions thereto should be 
taken. 

“J. Included among the book assets of 
the company as of November 30. 1916, under 
‘Suspense Account’ are three items aggre- 
gating 279,722.31, representing unextin-

“There can be no question but that in 
such properties as these there is annually 
material depreciation, as well as obsoles 
cence. 

“There is no question anywhere but that 
it is the necessitous duty of a public utility 
to make actual and reasonable provision 
against depreciation. The public has a 
right to demand such provision in the in- 
terest of efficient and permanent service. 


Reasonable Rate. 


“Every just and reasonable rate pre- 
scribed by thie commission contemplates 
such provisions out of the earnings there- 
under. Ordinary maintenance and repairs 
do not and cannot take care of depreciation 
and obsolescence. No utility can, year after 
year, pay out every dollar of its earnings 
above operating expenses and fixed charges, 
without facing disaster when the life of its 
plant has been spent, and no accumulation 
or provision has been made against exhaus- 
tion, decay or out-of-dateness. 

“The properties of the Railway and Power 
company are, as a whole, comparatively 
new and up-to-date, but new discoveries 
and new applications in hydro-electric de- 
velopments are frequent and may be revo- 
lutionary at any time. This is also true as 
to the entire field of electricity and its uses. 

‘‘Much of the property of the Railway and 
Electric company, under lease to the Rail- 
way and Power company for 999 years, not- 


withstanding a high degree of maintenancs6 
in the past has been in use for many years 
and must already have suffered consider- 
able depreciation and obsolescence. 

“We cannot undertake to say what sum 
should have been charged against the claim- 
ed surplus in the present case, as no ev!- 
dence has been submitted on this subject. 
We are satisfied, however, that a depre- 
ciation charge or reserve should have been 
set up against the claimed surplus. 

“We have thought that these two criti- 
ciams of the book surplus of the company 
ought to be noted. 

“This commission 
ciple that the declaration of 
a matter in the first instance to the direc- 
tors of a corporation to determine with ref- 
erence to the condition of the companys 
property and affairs as a whole. 

“In a case of this character, where the 
terms of the declaration of the dividend 
result in the creation of an obligation of 
the company maturing after twelve months 
from its date, the commission is not hound 
by the declaration by the directors, but, In 
the interest of the public served and to be 
served in the future by the corporation, has 
the right to determine whether its declara- 
tion and the terms upon which to be paid 
are proper or not. 

Must Have Net Earnings. 


“These preferred stockholders can have 
no dividend on their stock unless there are 
in fact net earnings. Assuming that there 
are net earnings, the directors of the com- 
pany have the _ discretion and power to 
use the profits of any given year in the im- 
provement of the company’s property, to 
the exclusion of any dividend. 

“Not until July, 1924, is the last install- 
ment of these dividends promised payment, 
and that without interest in the meantime. 
And yet, doubtless not contemplated on at 
all in the thoughts of the company, it is 
possible for the company, 
warrant. to begin next year, or the next, or 
three or four years, hence, the payment of 
cash dividends to the second preferred and 
common stockholders, while first preferred 
stockholders would be still holding their 
dividend scrip and awaiting maturity. 


Must Have Net Earnings. 


“We can not escape the conviction that 
dividends ought not to be declared when 
there are no net earnings available for 
prompt payment; that a dividend ought not 
to be allowed to become a long term obli- 
gation, particularly of a public utility own- 
ing services to the public, the adequate and 
sufficient discharge of which might be seri- 
ously affected or rendered impossible at 
some time by an accumulation of defered 
debts of this character. 

“We doubt the policy and question the 
propriety of assenting to the spread of pay- 
ments of a dividend over a number of years 
in the future. 

“The power of the commission to approve 
the issuance of notes or debentures is not 
unlimited. It can only approve the issuing 
of notes or other evidences of debt ‘when 
necessary and for such amounts as may be 
reasonably required for the acquisition of 
property, the construction and equipment 
of power plants, car sheds, and the com- 
pletion, existence or improvement of its fa- 
cilities, or properties, or for the ‘{mprove- 
ment or maintenance of its service, or for 
the discharge, or lawful refunding of its

‘ obligations, or for lawful corporate purposes 


falling within the spirit of this provision.’ 
“If this company has sufficient net earn- 


ings, after providing for operating expen- 
ses, taxes, fixed charges, proper mainte- 
nance and sufficient depreciation reserve and 
working capital to insure the operation of 
its properties and the discharge of its du- 
ties to the public, it has the right and its 
directors the power to pay dividends out 
of such earnings. There can be, under such 
conditions, no necessity for the giving of the 
scrip obligations under discussion, and the| 
commission is without power to authorize 
their issuance. 

“‘lnder all the facts In the case, the com- 
mission feels constrained to withhold its 
approval of the issuance of the obligations 
described in the application.”’

fied that representatives from West 
Point, Franklin and Columbus will ap- 
Pear. Owing to the interest attached 
to the plant as a producer of nitrate 
for fertilizers as well as explosives, 
Dr. A. M. Soule, president of the state 
college of agriculture, has been in- 
vited to represent the farming inter- 
ests. 

BK. M. Hall, expert hydraulic and con- 
sulting engineer, has completed an 
elaborate report showing the superior 
advantages of the Chattahoochee river 
as a location from the economic and 
Other standpoints 

he government has just completed 
a survey of the river from a point 
north of Atlanta about Buford down as 
far as Franklin, near which one of the 
proposed dam sites is to be developed.

It has 
been shown that these three dam sites 
can furnish water in excess of a hun- 
dred thousand norse power and that 
this enormous power may be made 
available at a probably less cost than 
at any other proposed site in this 
section of the country.

New York, March 1.—The fresh light 
thrown upon international affairs by 
the disclosures published in today’s pa- 
pers was reflected in the continued ner- 


‘vousness of the cotton market today. 


Offerings were not heavy, however, and 
an opening decline was followed by 
rallies, with May selling up from 16.48 
to 16.72, and closing at 16.71. The gen- 
eral list closed quiet at a net advance 
of one to ten points. 

The market opened at an advance of 
two points on August, but generally 
one to three points lower, and the more 
active positions sold 10 to 17 points 
under last night’s closing during the 
early trading. In addition to scattered 
Wall street and local liquidation, there 
was some selling by houses with Liver- 
pool connections, but otherwise the 
market appeared to be under no pres- 
sure. On the contrary, there was buy- 
ing by trade interest, partly for south- 
western account, and as soon. as the 
market steadied, recent sellers showed 
a disposition to cover. 

The demand was at no time active or 
general, but offerings were very light 
after the first flurry of liquidation, and 
prices reached the best point of the 
day in the late trading.

Subscription of $8,879,905 by 
the Government Completes 
$9,000,000 Capital Stock. 


Washington, March 1.—Subscription 
on behalf of the government to $8,879,- 
905 of the $9,000,000 capital stock of 
the new federal land banks was an- 
nounced tonight by Secretary McAdoo. 
The small public subscriptions to the 
stock, $120,095, for all twelve banks, 
the secretary said, was neither a sur- 
prise nor a disappointment. 

‘No special effort was made to secure 
public subscriptions,” he explained. 
“The taking of the full amount of stock 
being assured by the government un- 
derwriting. The fact that the banks 
were unlikely to pay any dividends on 
this stock during the first year and 
that it will ultimately be retired at 
par naturally made it unattractive to 
investors.”

IN FINANCE MARKEI 


Liquidation and Short Sell- 

ing of Stocks Follow Rev- 
elations of International 
Intrigue — Steels Take 
Drop.

New York, March 1.—During the 
greater part of today’s listless session 
stocks were under pressure, further 
liquidation and short selling being 
prompted by the disclosures in respect 
to Germany’s intrigue to ally Mexico 
and Japan against the United States.

Speculative or professional interests 
seemed disposed to sell stocks on oth- 
er grounds as well as those arising 
from the German-American situation, 
The indifferent statement submitted 
by the Bank of England was accom- 
panied by a reaction in sterling, weak- 
ness in rubles and another violent 
break in remittances to Italy, lires fall- 
ing to 772. 

On the other hand, rates to the Teu- 
tonic countries hardened substantial- 
ly, a condition attributed to the prob- 
able purchases of German and Austri- 
an bills against sales of American S6- 
curities. 

Disappointment was shown also at 
the reduced dividends reported by some 
of the more active copper companies 


|} and the failure of Utah Copper direc- 


tors increase the extra disburse- 
ment. This was neutralized by a de- 
gree to an increased and deferred divi- 
dend disbursed by several of the con- 
cerns engaged in the manufacture of 
munitions.

Reports that the searcity of railway 
cars had shown some amelioration and 
that ‘hopes of a further betterment of 
domestic shipping facilities were not 
without considerable warrant, put the 
wheat bears at a disadvantage almost 
from the outset. Besides, it was said 
that expart sales yesterday had been 
on a liberal scale, and that despite rain 
in Texas the greater part of the south- 
west was still suffering from lack of 
moisture. The impetus to buying, how- 
ever, did not attain maximum force un- 
til signs were noticed which seemed 
to indicate that European interests had 
been absorbing offers of the chief spec- 
ulative options. After that discovery, 
prices continued to -ascend and were 
checked only in the last half hour of - 
the session. 

Vague peace rumors brought about 
much realizing by holders of wheat as 
the day approached an end. 

The fact that little had been heard of 
any fresh export buying at the sea- 
board tended also to shake in some de- 
gree the confidence of the bulls and 
to cause a reaction in which good 
share of the gains that had been scored 
were lost. 

Corn hardened with wheat. Smalle- 

ness of receipts counted likewise in fa- 
vor of higher prices, but free sellin 
on the part of a leading house forme 
a decided offset. Oats merely reflect- 
ed the strength of other cereals. Most 
of the trading was local. 
New high record values were reached 
in the provision market, but failed to 
last. The rise accompanied temporary 
upturn in the price of hogs.

News was received in Atlanta yes- 
terday through a telegram to the At- 
lanta Convention bureau from Prof. 
J.C. Wardlaw, assistant-superfntendent 
of the Atlanta public schools, that the 
1918 convention of the department of 
superintendence of the National Edu- 


cational association will be held in 


this city. 
The message was from Kansas City, 


where the 1917 convention is in session 
and whither Professor Wardlaw had 
gone as a representative of the Atlanta 
public schools and the convention bu- 
reau. 

This will be one of the largest and 
most important conventions ever held 
in Atlanta, bringing about 2,000 dele- 
gates from all sections of the country, 
and great credit is due Professor Ward- 
law in winning it for this city after a 
sharp contest for it by a number of 
large eastern cities. 

While called the department of super- 
intendence, the convention is really 
nothing less than the midwinter meet- 
ing of the National Educational asso- 
ciation. The association has about 
twenty departments and a number of 
them hold sessions during the midwin- 
ter meeting. These include the Na- 
tional Council of Education, Conference 
of Normal Schools, Society of College 
Teachers of Education, National Socie- 
ty for the Study of Education, Council 
of State Departments of Education, Ed- 
ucational Press association and others. 

The delegates are made up of super- 
intendents of state, county, district 
and city school systems, members of 
school boards, college and university 
professors, normal teachers, supervis- 
ors, high school teachers, graded school 
kindergarten representa- 


teachers and 


tives. 
Professor Wardlaw was accompanied 


to the Kansas City convention by Prof. 
M. L. Britain, state superintendent of 
schools, and a number of school super- 
intendents from Georgia.
